The first formal session of the Ken- 
tucky Coal Dealers' Association, or-

Lexington, Ky., August 5 — Farmers 
from 28 of the 40 counties in the 
white burley tobacco producing belt 
met here Wednesday to decide wheth- 
er the crop for 1921 will be cut out 
and foodstuffs produced o.- 'whether 
the usual crop, which has been pro- 
ducing about 200,000,000 pounds, will 
be set next year. 

It was stated in the proposed de- 
claration of the organization that a 
body, called the Burley Glowers' As- 
sociation, be formed without intent 
of profit and that nccesary action be 
taken to protect the grower, .speakers 
who included Congressman J. C. Can- 
tril and J. VV. Newman, former Ken- 
tucky commissioner of agriculture, 
said the crcp should not be cut out 
now, that it would be best to wait 
and see how well the farmers would 
stick together. 

Another meeting nil likely be held 
here August 18, when a peimanent 
organization is expected to be form- 
ed. Speakers said in some counties 
it costs 25 cents to produce a pound 
of tobacco and that this price was not 
received by many growers. It was de- 
clared that tobacco could better be 
used as fertilizer than sold at this 
figure. Pooling of the 1020 crop was 
tlso advocated. 

Former Commissioner Newman pre- 
sided after C. M. Dean, of Carrollton, 
had called the meeting to order, and 
both Mr. Newman and Mrs. Cantrill 
opposed a cut out, Mr. Cantrill on the 
ground that the production this year 
might only be equai to the needs of 
the manufacturers, and Mr. Newman 
>n the ground that the better way was 
for the growers to organize now. 

Sentiment was expressed by some 
of the speakers for an organization 
of the farmers; along all lines of ag- 
i icultural endeavor and one speaker, 
who advocated the holding of pro- 
ducts until the price asked by the 
producer is paid, said: "Let them go 
naked as jay birds until they pay it."' 
I'c was roundly applauded.

It is understood that a num- 
ber of local companies hold sub-con- 
tracts on these buildings and that the 
superintendent is to be a local man.
